THE BATTLE THAT EXTERMINATED 


THE EXELBY OUTLAWS.

"How we wiped the famous Esdby 


gang of outlaws cut of existence has nev- 
er been told except in official govern* 
meat reports," said Captain Charles E. 
Eartlett, who used to be a government 
ecout and -deputy United States marshal 
at Dead wood, to a group or friends 


"The gang bad struck terror to every 


Indian on the reservation who hnd any 
property and to every ranchman in Dako- 
ta. I was at that time, in 1861, in charge 
of the Pine Ridge and Rosebud agencies. 
1 hsd been piace-J there because of my 
familiarity with the Sioux country. Only 
0 short time after I arrived I was order- 
it! to exterminate the Exelbys at any 
cost. 


"Affairs reached a crisis when the 


gang got away with 50 of the ponies be- 
longing to a friendly chief who hnd been 
hunting jnst ea&t of the Black Hills in 
company with a party of his frieuds. A 
severe winter was just coming on, and 
the Indians felt that they had little pro- 
tection from lawlessness if the troops of 
Uncle Sam could not stop such bold 
thefts as driving away all their horses. 


"The theft" was speedily traced to the 


Exelby gang. Their stronghold was soon 
after located on the Little Missouri. We 
"notified the sheriffs at Miles City, Mon.,' 
end they caught 'one of the gang. Four 
«f the ponies were found grazing around 
Bis catapfire. A special deputy was sent 
to bring the prisoner to Dead wood, but 
before be left Miles City he received 
word that the rest of the Eselbys were 
lying in wait for him and meant to res- 
cue the prisoner if they killed all the 
deputies iliptbe country. 
• "Ryan- heliographetl for 
a posse to 


meet him near 
Stone's ranch at the 


-crossing of- the Little Missouri. 
I took 


the Williams brothers. Jack O'Hara, Al 
•Raymond; Doc Babcock aud, in a blind- 
ing snowstorm, headed the next morning 
for Stone's ranch. Not often in the his- 
tory of fights on the frontier has so well 
known a set of scouts been gathered as 
•rode on that campaign. 


"The snow was a foot deep, and w« 


were so cold that before we had finished 
the CO mile ride the blood on our spurs 
was frozen. 
In fact, we were obliged 


to use our spurs cruelly to reach there 
at" all. 


"We arrived at th« ranch about 10 


o'clock at night and told old man Stono 
to care for our horses. ~He told us all 
we dared hope to find out about the Ex* 
elbys. At Shuster's, as the old man call- 
ed it, there were three habitations, form- 
ing a triangle, each about 200 yards 
from the other. 
First came Stone's 


rauch,^ then the saloon and third the 
cabin "where. Shuster lived. 
Stone had 


told us that Esclby and five of his men 
had arrived at tha saloon in the middle 
of the day and had been drinking and 
carousing ever since. This accounted for 
their being off their guard. 


"We decided to wait till the next morn- 


Ing. Abou'f 9 o'clock we saw six of them 
start with .their packs and animals for 
the road. 
They put their pack mules 


ahead as they approached the crossing 
Which bridged the river a quarter of a 
mile distant. 
We trapped them in a 


ravine back, of Stone's ranch, calling a 
halt as soon as we thought that we had 
them dead to rights. Exelby yelled out 
something about a warmer climate, but 
we had no -intention of 'taking his ad- 
Tice and leaving where, we were. 
We 


were seven to six. anyway, and when he 
snapped back his retort to our call to 
halt we opened fire. 


"We bad hardly pulled a trigger when 


the bullets began to whistle around us 
from the other .side of the gully, and we 
woke to the fact that Billy the Kid. who 
bad staid behind in the saloon to fix his 
.laddie, had arrived just in time to join 
in the exchange of shots. His first bullet 
killed' Jack, D'Hara, one of the most fa- 
mous scouts who ever crossed the plains. 
The second tore through Jack Williams' 
shoulder and the third shattered my 
tight knee. 


"On the other side Exelby was killed. 


Tilly, another noted desperado, crawled 
with a shattered arm and broken ankle 
to Sbuster's and begged for mercy. When 
1 was hit I. fell, but managed to crawl to 
the top of the ravine and put an extra 
fcole in Campbell's nose. It generally 
took years .to' rid the frontier of two such 
outlaws as these, and I felt that we were 
working fast. As Campbell fell from the 
•addle his spur left a deep cut in the 
leather, which I often show with inter- 
est. 
I have the saddle, the belt and his 


side arms. The battle was turning in 
our favor, and after another volley we 
•nw that not another live outlaw was 
.visible. Even the Kid had given 'up his 


• rear attack and had disappeared. 
We 


tan ncross him alone a few weeks later, 
eud Fred Williams bad no scruples about 
*nding bis life. 


"Doc Babcock bandaged my knee, and 


we rigged a sled with which we managed 
to carry Jack O'Hara's body back to 
Bpearfish. Tuttle, one of the worst char- 
acters of Exelby's gang, we found only 
slightly wounded. We took him to Spear- 
fish also, but his lifeless body was found 
frozen stiff the next morning hanging 
trom a tree. My wound was not painful, 
and I rode my horse as far as Spearfish, 
There the doctor said I would have to 
have my leg amputated. I objected and 
still have two legs, it one in a little 
weak." 
From the date of the battle with the 


Exelbys Captain Bartlptt was known as 
•'Wounded Knee" among the Sioux.-*

"This Is the way it came about: In- 


to every International air engine go 27 
pieces which are exactly alike. They 
are stamped out of sheet metal by a 
punch press at the rate of 50 a jnin- 
ute. Ever since we started making 
engines these pieces have then been 
turned over to the men on tbe filing 
job, 
who filed three little notches in 


each piece with a hand file. When we 
started making our engines, these little 
notches were the close working parts 
of the machine and wore therefore filed 
'by hand with great care. 


"One 
day a man on the file 3ob got 


an idea. He knew that the pieces he 
iwas filing were no longer tbe close 
(working parts of the machine. 
He 


Wondered why tbe pnhc'h press fixtures 
rwere not changed eor that tbe little 
•notches should be crft out at the same 
time with the rest o* 'the' pieces. 
He 


didu't stop to think that perhaps if he 
made such a suggestion the nine men 
on the filing bench might be thrown 
out of work, at least in that depart- 
ment At any rates l^e s^oke to bia 
(foreman about it ;)u,'' 
,- 
" 'What's the use,' he said, 'of doing 


all this work by hand when it might 
as well all be done at the same time 
by the puncb press? 


"The foreman knew perfectly well 


that be ought to have thought of that 
same thing months before, aud he was 
not pleased with tbe suggestion. He 
pave tbe workman little encourage- 
«nent 
" 'If you'd work harder and spend 


less time thinking about why we do 
things the way we do, yon'd get along 
better,' be said. 


"At tbe same time be cherished the 


suggestion, and he went to work and 
figured out that if it was adopted the 
company would save at least $5,000 
a year. 
He even went so far as to 


have a few pieces stamped with the 
notches in them and . tried tbem in 
an engine. 
Nobody knew the differ- 


ence, and tbe machine worked as well 
cs the rest 
• •• 


"It happened tbat we had a new* 


superintendent at tbe time. Naturally 
be was anxious to make a good show- 
ing. Tbe smart foreman went to him 
with tbe suggestion be bad stolen from 
tbe workman on the filing job. He bad 
bis figures and models all ready. 
" 'Here's a little idea of mine,' tho 


foreman said as be la<ct bis plan be- 
fore tbe superintendent, -which I hope 
you'll appreciate. If you adopt It, aud 
I don't see bow you can fail to adopt 
it, it trill save tho company not less 
than $5,000 a year. I'll trust to you to 
•ee tbat it doesn't knock me out of a 
Job. .We use 405 of tbese pieces every 
day. At present the three little notches 
DO eacb piece are filed by bnncl. 
Nine 


men do nothing else. We can just as 
(well bave tbe notches cut by tbe puncb 
press at tbe same time tbat it cuts out 
itbe piece. Do it tbat way, and you can 
lay off nine filers for good. It'll save 
tbe company $5,000 a year anyway.' 
"It happened that the salary of tbe 


csw superintendent was just $5,000 a 
year. It struck him tbat it would be 
on extremely bappy bit to save tbe 
amount of bis yearly salary in a single 
stroke within less tban two months of 
the time be went to work. At the same 
time he didn't like tbe foreman of the 
fllo Job. 
Tbat gentleman Impressed 


ibim as being tricky, wbicb shows tbat 
Che superintendent was a good judge 
of human nature. 
Beside* being a 


•young and a new man be didn't ilka 
anything wbicb might seem to Indicate 
that anybody could tell him anything 
about tbe business. So be gave tbe 
foreman little apparent attention. He 
took care, however, to gather up all the 
foreman's models and figures and dis- 
missed him with tbe statement that he 
would look tbe matter over when be 
got time. 


"He. took time that evening to go over 


the thing carfim.j. Next day be went 
out into tbe shop and called down tbe 
foreman of the filing job for allowing 
bis room to get so dirty. He also care- 
fully lookcS over the punch presses, 
and as he was a good mechanic be had 
no trouble in seeing that tbe suggestion 
was'perfectly feasible. He bad tempo- 
rary fixture made for tbe puncb press 
and turned out a number of tbe pieces 
all complete, which were successfully 
tried in engines wbicb were sold and 
•eat out in tbe regular way. A month 
later, wben it was certain tbat the plan 
was perfectly feasible, be came to me. 


tbat timfj I jrapDoiet the workman 


who orlsh-ally made the 
had entirely forgotten it. Perhaps it 
had even slipped the memory "of the 
foreman who tried to steal -it in the 
first place. 


"Of course I was pleased' with the 


Iclca. I ordered the superintendent to 
adopt it <it ODCC and congratulated my- 
self on the possession of a .prize at the 
head of my factory.' I ^irent around 
and bragged about It to j»y friends. I 
told them that our new ^iiperiutendeat 
had saved his salary foD"a year in less 
than 90 daya after be/went to work. 
Naturally I waa tickled to death. I 
didn't know about it at t'he time, but it 
appears that the first/thing the new su- 
perintendent did \va6 to fire the fore- 
man of the filing jol>. That was before 
there was any idea prevalent that the 
wen on the job were ,to go too. But in 
the discharge of tb'at foreman the su- 
perintendent 
unknowingly 
laid 
the 


foundation of his own undoing and my 
enlightenment. 


"A couple of weeks later, after the 


new fixtures for the punch press were 
completed, the nine filers, Including the 
man who originally made the sugges- 
tion, were laid off. Then the trouble 
conimeuce'd. 


"One 
night after dinner the former 


foreman of the filing job came to ciy 
house. I had a talk with him. He 
complained that tLe superintendent 
had stoleii his siiKjjestion and fired him 
in order to cover the theft. I didn't 
like the man's looks, so I took a long 
cbance with him. 
" 'But you know,' I said!, 'that sug- 


gestion was not onylnal with you ei- 
ther.' 


" 'Well,' he answered before be 


thought, 'he's tired Jack Burns too.' 
" 'So Bums, then,' I answered, 'U 


the man who really deserves credit? 
Where does he live.' 


"I got Burns back again and got rid 


of both the foreman and the superin- 
tendent. Then I set to work to devise 
a plan by which I might be sure tbat 
every man in the factory who bad a

box with a slit in the top of it Above 
eacb box is a placard reading:

The report of the 
Massachusetts 


commissioners of inland fisheries and 
game just issued has the following to 
say of an animal which of late has 
been attracting considerable attention 
from breeders of pet and food stock: 


"The Belgian hare has come to stay, 


for it Is excellent food, is easily raised 
and constitutes a. fine farm product 
where there is laud enough to devote 
an acre or two to rearing it. 


"It is the intention of the commission 


to stock the state more or less with 
these rabbits as an addition to cur 
game resources. As reared at the state 
rabbitry the Belgian bare is as hardy 
as our own native wild rabbits and far 
more prolific. 


"The fears expressed by Secretary 


Wilson of the United Statqs depart- 
ment of agriculture that the species I* 
let loose in our woods and fields may 
become a nuisance are believed to bo 
groundless, so far, at least, as Massa- 
chusetts is concerned, though there 
may ba reason for anxiety regarding 
tho wostprn sections of tlip country 
-where there are wide areas of territory 
more or less unsettled. The value of 
the flesh for food and the polt for fur 
will probably preclude the possibility 
of overstocking, at least In thickly set- 
tled states, and laws for protection 
will be required during the breeding 
season, when both the flesh and fur are 
unfit for use. If even with such pro- 
tection the Belgian hare can possibly

) to partially supply the demand for 


j something to shoot at, a demand that

I found a bit unattractive is said to be free 


from anything of pain or terror. Merely 
a jar and then unconsciousness. 


In a lecture delivered by 
Professor 


Heirn, the geologist of Zurich and an 
ardent Alpine tourist, he cited his own 
experience to prove that death by falling 
contains horror and paia only for the ob- 
server, 'cot for him who falls. He said: 


"A party of us, all good climbers, went 


in 1871 from Santis toward the Seealp. 
I was in front. Near the Fehlalp, at a 


» height of about 6,000 feet, we came upon 


a steep snowfield which descended at a 
sharp incline between two rocky points. 
The ethers hesitated, but I started at 
once to slide standing down the incline. I 
slid rapidly. A gust of wind took my hat. 
Instead of letting it go I made the mis- 
take of trying to grab it This motion 
caused me to fall, and I could no longer 
control my course. With the speed of the 
wind I slid toward the left rock, struck 
ou its edge and plunged head first over 
a 65 foot precipice and landed on a snow 
pile at its foot. As soon as I stumbled 
when my hat blew off I saw that I would 
l>e dashed over the rock nnd awaited the 
shock. I dug my fingers into the snow in 
the endeavor to stop myself, but merely 
tore open my finger tips, causing them all 
to bleed but feeling no pain from so do- 
ing. I plainly heard the striking of my 
head and Back against the rock and the 
thud when I landed. Pain, however, I 
did not feel until half an hour later, when 
I revived. During the fall came the flood 
of thought—what I thought and felt dur- 
ing the five minutes cannot be told in ten 
times that space of time. 


"Every thought and impression was 


clear, in nowise dreary and confused, and 
was logically connected with the one 
which followed. First I contemplated 
the probability of my fall and said to my- 
self: 'The rock over whose ledge I will be 
dashed evidently descends sheer, for I 
cannot see the ground the other side of it. 
It becomes, therefore, a question as to 
whether or not there is snow at the foot 
of tbe rock. If so, then the snow will be 
melted near the wall and will form a 
ledge on which I will land and thus es- 
cape vvith my life. 
If not, then I will 


strike on rocks below, and death will be 
unavoidable. If I am not killed and am 
not unconscious, I must at once take out 
a little vial of liquor which on starting 
from Santis I didn't leave in the tourist's 
bag, but stuck into my vest pocket, and 
must drink a few drops of it. My alpen- 
stock I must hold on to, for it may provo 
of use to me.' I thought that I should 
take off my snow glasses and throw them 
away for fear they might be broken and 
the splintered glass get into my eyes, but 
the position in which I was falling pre- 
vented my moving m; hands sufficiently, 
to do this.

Hec Bruner, a United States marshal 


of the Indian Territory in the early days, 
en.'^rs the rate distinction of having a 
-cemetery named after him. 
And tho 


strange part of it is no one is Df^ricd 
there except his own victims. There are ' 
28' mounds in the cemetery. Under each : 
lie the bones of some bad man who 
brushed up agaiast Bruner aud got the 
worst of it. 


When Bruner was marshal, the terri 


tory was about a« wild as a country evei 
gets. It was filled with horse thieves, 
cattle thieves, train robbers and despera- 
does of all kinds. A law abiding; peace- 
able citizen didn't stand much fchow. 
Murders were so common that they were 
not considered news. 
Theft attracted 


no attention whatever except from the 
ones who suffered loss. The country was 
run as near along anarchistic lines as 
the most ardent anarchist of New York 
or Madrid csald hope. Little attention 
was given to the "consent of tbe gov- 
erned." The desperado with the quick- 
est movement of his shooting hand and 
the most nerve ruled the roost. 


That was the condition up until Hec 


Bruner was appointed United States 
marshal. 
\Vhen he took charge of the 


office, he decided to revolutionize things 
and make the Indian Territory "a jrood 
place to live in." His friends laughed 
at him, although they knew he had nerve. 
To go up against the notorious gangs of 
this country, they claimed, was foolish- 
ness. It might result in cleaning out a 
gang or two, but in the end wouid result 
in the marshal being wiped off the map. 
What was the use of endangering one's 
own lifp to make trouble for the des- 
peradoes? they would ask. To this Bru- 
ner replied that he would drive the open- 
ing wedse toward civilizing the terri- 
tory if it cost him his life the very first 
day. 


He stuck to his resolution, and he 


didn't lose his life either, but he had sev- 
eral narrow escapes. He was punctured 
by bullets until his frame could be "used 
for a sieve," and ho had his blcod spilled 
in many a fight, but not enough of it at 
any one titno to make him bite the dust. 


While the desperadoes were making it 


interesting for Bruner he was keeping 
them busy. He was a dead shot, and 
whenever he pulled the trigger on his 
man it meant a separation of soul anil 
body. There was no discount on that. 
Brunf- began to hunt down the despera- 
does. Tho first one he killed was buried 
in a grove south of his place. The second 
one was ah-o laid there. And so it wont 
until the carcasses of 28 bad men who 
had rnrt -Jenth at the hands of Brnner 
while he was acting in the liua of duty 
were buried in that grove. A rail fence 
was run around tb» graves, and the ceino- 
tery was named •'Bracer's Graveyard." 
Only one grave in the ya:d is marked 
with a marble headstone. That is the 
grave "f a noted horse t'niof. His pais 
chipped in and bought the tombstone be- 
cause he was n "good fellow." AH the 
rest of tlip sraves nre marked with wood- 
en slabs. Many of them are inclosed with 
slab fences, while1 others are inclosed with 
rails laid in hog pen fashion. 


After Bruner got his graveyard pretty 


weii filled up the despemdoc-s began to 
realize that he meant business and when- 
ever one would hear that Brunei wanted 
him he wouid como into town and give 
himself up rather than run the risk of be- 
ing the nest one to occupy space in Bru- 
ner's graveyard. From that time on Bru- 
ner had an easy time. He has! accom- 
plished his object. He had driven the en- 
tering wedge in the Civilization of the 
toughest country the sun ever shone ou.— 
Knn*-'s City Jourunl.

Made Chiefly of Oak, and Their AT- 


erase l>Ue In Five Years. 


The drummer in railroad supplies hand- 


ed the drummer in cotton goods his sil- 
ver mounted flask as he settled himself 
comfortably :is the train pulled out of 
Philadelphia for Washington a few days 
ago. 


"The reason why you chaps in the 


•outh used to have many years ago so 
many accidents oa yonr old lines was 
because pine trees, being so convenient, 
were used extensively in the making of 
railroad ties, than which no more impor- 
tant element enters into the makeup of 
a railroad," he said. "Pine wood will 
not hold the spikes, is soft and rots 
quickly and has now been abandoned as 
supports of the steel rails. 


"Whoever thinks of the ties of a road 


as he speeds along at the rate of 60 
miles an hour \\ith scarcely a tremor of 
the couch in which he is silting? No one. 
P.ut railroaJ mei; give the closest atten- 
tion to these wooden ribs. 


"Ties are placed at varying distances 


apart, but the average distance adopted 
by most trunk lines is one and a half feet 
Irom center to center. Give me your pen- 
cil. There an* approximately about 3,500 
ties to the mile. These ties are worth, 
delivered to the road, from 80 cents to 
?1.10 each, depending upou the point of 
delivery. In the prairie sections of the 
west, for instance, ties, owing to distance 
from the base of supplies, are more ex- 
pensive than in a region abounding in for- 
ests. Placing their value at $1 each, on n 
double track from Js'ew York to Washing- 
ton, 
a distance, of 221 miles, the ties. 


alone are worth §773,500, while along the 
sides of the track are piles of ties season- 
ing easily worth half this sum. There- 
fore in a road operating 2,000 miles of 
track its tics alone represent an expendi- 
ture of $7,000.000. 


"Each tie is carefully inspected by men 


who make that their business, who loo!: 
for splits, decayed places, worm eaten 
spots and other imperfections. 
Each 


piece of wood selected must be up to the 
standard size in length, width and thick- 
ness. If the,, inspector passes a tie he 
daubs a round splash of red paint on the 
end, which shows plainly on the freshly 
hewn or sawed wood, and that's what ail 
of those little red eyes meant on that pile 
of new ties we just passed and of which 
you asked the meaning. 


"The average life of a tie is'about five 


years, depending upon climatic influences 
and the character of the roadbed. Ties 
set in soft, moist soil will of course rot 
quicker than those placed in rock ballast, 
wnich is now 'the accepted roadbed of all 
the srent lines. The various spscies of 
oak are mainly used, though chestnut and 
one or two other varieties of wood which 
are tough and of firm, solid grain, are 
used.

Henri Me»ler'» Plan* For Develop* 


Ing Hi* Inland. 


H. H. Lewis, writing in Ainslee't 


Magazine for February about the fu- 
ture of the island of Anticosti, whi^h 
Is situated la the mouth of the St. 
Lawrence rJver and was recently pur- 
chased by Henri Menier of Paris, say a: 


"Menier's plans for developing his re- 


cently purchased island of Anticosti 
are broad. They include the building 
of towns, the cleiiitag of land, the con- 
struction of roads and railways, the 
building of a deep ^eaport and the <le- 
velopment of the natural resources of 
the island, such as agricultural prod- 
ucts, fisheries and paper pulp. 


"A fair start has been made. The old 


settlement of English Bay, which con- 
sisted of a few scattered fishermen's 
huts, is now the seat of authority on 
the island. A regular town has been 
laid out, with streets, a plaza, sanitary 
plumbing, school and all that goes to 
make up the modern community. The 
hospital is a model of its class and IB 
supervised by a surgeon of scientific at- 
tainments. The store is thoroughly 
equipped, carrying goods valued at 
$30,000.

Secretary Hitchcock Sar> O»e-ihlr*1 


of the United States Coniicts of Va- 
cant Ijmdn That Would Be Valua- 
ble It Properly Irrigated—How Till* 
Could Be Accomplished. 
The pressure that is being brought to 


bear upon the government to take up 
hrlgatiou as a national improvement 
of arid lands is day by day becoming 
stronger. Secretary Hitchcock says oa 
thib subject: 


"One- third of the whole area of the 


United States, exclusive of Alaska and 
the outlying possessions, consists of 
vacant public lands open for entry and 
settlement under the homestead act 
This third includes some of the richest 
agricultural lands of the world, but 
there is one obstacle whicb prevents ita 
utilization, the scarcity of water. 


•'There Is a considerable amount of 


water In this vast area, but if is so sit- 
uated that artificial means must be 
provided for conserving the floods and 
'listributing the needed supply. When 
this is done, there will be opportunities 
for thousands 01- even for millions of 
homes within a part of the United 
States uow almost uninhabited. The 
creation of these homes would add 
enormously to the material wealth of 
the nation, ind the utilization of the 
additional farming land will In no way 
reduce the value of the land now culti- 
vated. The crops produced In the arid 
regions are entirely distinct in their 
nature from those of the humid east 
and seek other markets, while the pos- 
sible population of the country west of 
the Mississippi will so enhance the vol- 
ume of trade and manufacture through- 
out the rest of the country as to make 
more valuable tbc productive areas ad 
jacent to the great industrial centera of 
the east. 


"In my annual report I have estimat 


ed that 600.000,000 acrqs of public !au 
remain west of the Mississippi river o- 
whicb there is water sufficient for tl~ 
reclamation of at least 74,000,0'JO acre: 
A still larger nrea can probably b 
brought uader cultivation through tin 
complete const"-vatiou of floods aw1 
pumping of waters from underground 
This, however, could be at'complishe.i 
only through laws providing for ar. od 
ministration of the lauds in accordance 
with their available water supply. 


"That this huge acreage, capable of 


sustaining under proper irrigation a 
population of at least 50,000,000, should 
remain practically a desert Is not in 
harmony with the progressive spirit of 
the age. The fundamental question is 
whether it would pay to store and con- 
trol the storm and flood waters. The 
average cost per acre of a properly con- 
structed Irrigation system necessarily 
varies with local conditions. The re- 


i markable results accomplished in the 


valley of the Nile in practically re- 
deeming Egypt from a state of bank* 
ruptc.y should encourage a most liberal 
consideration of our own problem. 


"The Interest of the public is mani- 


fest in the formation of associations in 
different parts of the country to pro- 
mote the examination of water and for- 
est resources. Large sums of money 
have been subscribed, and the parties 
in interest have had the co-operation of 
various bureaus, notably the hydro- 
graphic branch of the geological sur- 
vey. The appropriation for that office 
was Increased by the last congress from 
$50,000 to $100,000. 


"The development of Irrigation has 


heretofore proceeded almost wholly 
along the lines of building stnaH in- 
dividual and co-operative ditches. The 
opportunities for extending and multi- 
plying these are. however, limited, as 
the lands most easily accessible for 
water supply have already passed un- 
der individual ownership. 
There re- 


main large bodies of public land for 
which water can be obtained only at 
a great expense, although the Cost per 
acre may not exceed that of the small 
system. Further extension of the irri- 
gable area rests in the building of 
great storage reservoirs and canals. 


"Progress in 
the construction of 


these large works of reclamation has 
come practically to a standstill, as 
such works have almost without ex- 
ception proved financial failures, while 
the small co-operative ditches built by 
the landowners have been conspicu- 
ously successful. 
The large works, 


while causing loss to their owners, 
have, on the other hand, been of ad- 
vantage to the communities and to the 
state as well as to the nation, but it is 
Improbable that investors will continue 
a philanthropic enterprise. 


"The cause of failure of these works 


has been that their owners cannot se- 
cure for themselves the increase in 
vulne which has directly or indirectly ' 
resulted from their construction. 
It Is 


evident that If further reclamation is 
to take ploce it must be through gov- 
ernmental action."—New York Post.

D., on a 
topic which possesses a deep interest for 
all physiologists ana for most other folks 
as; well—I mean that of sleep and sleep- 
lessness. The average mortal scarcely 
comprehends how little we really know 
about the exact nature of the "ape at 
death," as Shakespeare terms that state 
wherein we pass peacefully into the lauJ 
of nod. It is not only the cause of sleep 
whicb constitutes a scientific puzzle, the- 
cure of sleeplessness is another raattr- 
which doubles a difficulty that before was 
single. 


There is no doubt that a sleeping brnir 


receives less blood than a waking CEP

When brain cells are carefully studied

The reason tor the indictmen't for man 


slaughter is shown to be tnat ir tnere 
were an indictment for mm aw the ac- 
cused man would have a right under 
the laws ot tne state to know tne naiu^s 
of the witnes-tocs wiio appeared against 
him. 


The indictment for manslaughter does 


not give nun this right. The pi execu- 
tion can tuerstort: icct!j> its case a se- 
ciet untu it is bi ought before the court 
which will try young i'osburg. 


The irj-erview with Uie district attor- 


ney is given as follows: 


"\v"liat does Mr- i'osburg say about 


the finger maiks on the post oil the 
porch?" he asked once. 


"He says that a burglar climbed either 


up or down tnat post," was the answer. 


"But the members of the family at the 


inquest said that the burglars jumped 
from"1 the porch. Those hnger marks 
show in the photograph taken for the 
police and they must be explained," he 
insisted. 
"Now, what about the shoe 


that was left behind by the alleged bur- 
glars, and what about the hat that 
came to light the n'-xt morning?" 


Then he musnd and half to himself 


answered his own Questions: 


"You 
will readily understand that I 


•wi" not be justified in making public 
the evidence gathered by the state, bu* 
has it occurred to you that possibly 
that shoe, which was of patent leather, 
button and cloth top, would hardly be 
worn by a tramp burglar? What would 
you think were I to tell you that it is 
the same size as the shoes worni bv 
Robert S. Fosburg, and that it is of the 
same Variety that he used to wear?" 


Mr- Gardner was asked to make a 


specific statement instead of asking a 
hypothetical question, but he refused. 


Concerning tho hat, he said: "Could 


it not be within the bounds of the pos- 
sible that the hat may have belonged 
to one of the workmen employed by; the 
Fosburgs. and. that he wore it to the 
house that morning and wore another 
liat away?" 


It was plain that the district attorney 


was firm in the belief that the shooting 
of the ffiri had not been clone by bun- 
=Iar=. 


"You 
do not believe the chief oi po- 


lice is wrong in fiis case and you see no 
chance for the substantiation of the 
statements made by the various mem- 
oers IK the lamiiy. Caniyoa not give an 
inkHng of the evidence which was sub- 
mitted to the- grand jury anff which re- 
sulted in the finding of the indictment?" 
I asked. 


"There were a number of circum- 


stances which brought about that bill. 
I could not r>Ick out or cite to you any 
tone particular fact or statement. It 
would require a review of the case in 
detail to show to you how that was 
brought about. 
There were discrep- 


ancies in thestatements of various peo- 
ple at the inquest, which had a marked 
effect upon thegrand jury. The minutes 
taken "at the inquest were generally 
read to the grand jury." 


"Then the- indictment was 
really 


found gainst Forburg of a chain of 
circumstantial evidence, and not upon 
any direct testimony?" 


"There were circumstances and state. 


menta which, taken together, con- 
\>nct.d members of the grand jary 


I that the girl came to her death from 
1 a pistol held in the hand of a member 


of the family and that she was not 
shot by a burglar." 


"I do noi balieve there were any 


burglars there; I do not believe it at 
all. It's too bad, too bad. But even 
though this boy is guilt/ be has suffer- 


ed enough in the loss of a beloved sla- 
ter and it would be cruel and Inhuman; 
even in case a conviction, for him to 
serve a day in prison or pay $1 as a 
fine. 


"You must recall this fact in flairrissa 


to the family; before the grand jury 
but one side of the case is heard. The 
defence has nothing to do with that. 
It may be different before a trial jury. 


"And I will say here that if when the 


case comes before a trial jury the 
family can show that the young man is 
innocent and that his sister was shot 
down by burglars, there will be no 
man in all Berkshire county v, ho will 
be more sincerely pleased than I. If 
they can prove to a jury of 12 men that 
there were burglars there that will set- 
tle everything." 


"The case, then, hinges 'on that point, 


whether there were burglars in the 
house?" he was asked. 


"That is about so. If there were bur- 


glars in ttie nouse that night, even al- 
though the young man did the shooting 
himself, the case 'of the state falls flat, 
for in a case of an attack by burglars 
anything is justifiable. 


"Go further, Mr. Gardner, and sup- 


pope that there were not only burglars 
in the house, but that the story of the 
child Beatrice is true, and that one of 
the burglars shot down the eldest girl? 


"That is- a horrible conjecture, hardly 


within the bounds of probability, but 
if the fact is established that burglars 
were in the house that clears Mr. Fos- 
burg and the state has no case. 


"One thing should be said in justice 


to Chief Nicholson; no malice has -en- 
tered into this case. He has no feeling 
against any member of the Kosburg 
family. He was not annoyed because 
state detectives were employed. He has 
done only that which he believes to be 
his duty 


Mr. and Mrs, Foiburg 111 Hew York. 
Mr- and Mrs- Fosburg, the parents of 


R. S- Fosburg, went to New York ves- 
terday and it ivas understood id Pitts- 
field that Mr. Fosburg went there to se- 
cure New York counsel to be associated 
with C. E. Hibbard for the defense. To 
a New York reporter, however, Mr. Foe 
burg said his V'sit there was not in anv 
way connected with his son's case, but 
was purely on oiismess.

Speaking of the case in New York, Mr 


Fosbunr sa.id: 


"It is a diabolical plot- There was 


absolutely no excuse for ariy such ac- 
tion, on the 
rt of the chief of DOlice 


of Pittsfieid- V.rhat object there was in 
taking such a stej< I do not know. 


"I have receivoci scores of letters from 


residents of PHsfield, who say that in 
their opinion the chief of police was 
smarting under the criticisms brought 
out bjr his inability to apprehend the 
person who shot my daughter, arJd that 
he resented my employment ofl outside 
detectives." 


When asked if the chief of police in- 


vented the story of a, auarrei between 
father and sor, Mr. Fosburg said: 


"I would hardly say that- There has 


•been a story around Pittsfield »£ a row 
between me and my son. but it is an 
absolute lie. The chief heard this story 
and relied orj it to set my son indicted. 


"There is absolutely no truth in it, 


and it will all be disproved at the hear- 
ing, but the worst part of the matter is 
that my son, who will undoubedli- be 
acquitted, will have no redress. He will 
bear the stigma, all his life and cannot 
get satis3action from any one."

A dispatch flrom Providence says: _ 
Mrs. Frank P- ShRlclon, the mother of 


Miss Bertha Sheldon, ~w ho was a visitor 
in the house of the FfbsburKS on the 
night of the murder, sajlij today that her 
daughter was waiting''to hear from 
Pittsfield. 
If the Fosburg family de- 


sired her to testify there, she would 
very probably go. But Mr. Fosbarg has 
not said anythuig about her goin£ and 
nothing will be done until her presence 
is required. "Bertha and all of us," the 
mother stated, "are very friendly with 
the Fosburgs, and my daughter floes 
not believe that the brother had any- 
thing to do with the murder." 


Robert L. Fosburg, father of the 


young man, showed a copy of a letter 
received by himself from the father of 
Bertha Sheldon. The letter was written 
not long after the tragedy. It is in full 
as follows: 


Providence, R. I., Sept. 19, 1800. 


R. L. Fosburg: 


Dear Sir—Two men came to my house 


today while I was absent and served 
notice on my daughter to come to Pitts- 
field next Tuesday to give evidence for 
the state of Massachusetts- 


We are very sorry for this and of 


course she know nothing of this that 
can do any good or be of any help. And 
I do not think a person can be com- 
pelled to go as witness out of onl3 state 
into another- 


If there is any way you can prevent 


this I wish vcu would, as none of us 
can leave to ^o v.-ith tier and wo I o not 
want her to go alone, and she would be 
obliged to- stay all night, as the hour 
is set late in the aftcrncor.L She has 
not got over tho shock and memory of 
it yet, and of course this will revive it 
all again and prolong it- 


If there v,-ere any conceivable use In it 


or benefit to you, I would, of course, 
say nothing, but it looks entirely use- 
less to me, as she was not a witness to 
artything that occurred, and only knows 
from hearsay. Please let us, hear from 
you. as early as posible. These men 
were from Medway, I think.

It will be noticed that while the letter 


explains Miss Sheldon's refusal to ap- 
pear as a "Witness it makes no mention 
of the attemptad burglary and contains 
some peculiarly worded phrases.

ed by the boards oi. health of Spnngiieid 
Worcester and Cambridge.

who makes the suggestion has been 
disgusted as have many others, by the 
filth ofl some of the walks, especially m 
front of public buildings n.*'d m certain 
sunny localities favored by the -"side- 
walk, contingent" o. loafers. The public 
statute on which, such an order can L^ 
based is as follows: 


"The beard of health of a town shall 


make such regulations as it judges ne- 
cessary for the public health and satie- 
ty, respecting nuisances, sources of filth 
arJd causes of sickn^sss, within, its 
town, or on board vessels within the 
harbor of suc>i town, and respecting 
articles which, aie capable o£ containing 
or conveying >nfection or contagion, or 
of creating sickness, brought intto or 
conveyed from Its town, or into or from, 
any vessel. Whoever violates any such 
regulation shall florfeit a sum not ex- 
ceeding $100- 


The resolution adopted in Springfield 


is as follows: The board o.l health ad- 
judges that the deposit pf sautum in 
public places is a nuisance, and sourc<J 
of sickness, and herery makes and i>ub- 
lislies the following regulation: That 
spittirJg upon the floor, platform, stepj 
or stairs of any. public building, hau, 
theater or market, or upon any side- 
walk or pathway of any street, park 
or square, be und hereby is prohibited. 
Any person violatina this regulation 
shall be liable to arrest; and subject to 
a fine OH not l.esg than $2, or more than 
$100-

Ge'orge Shand, the ic« man, has for 


some time past been one of the busiest 
men in this town. He began early last 
fall and 
repaired, constructed 
new, 


and covered buildings at Zylonite, so 
that now he has fine well erected ice 
houses. The buildings adjoin so that 
when the work of storms the ice began 
it was an easy matter to 011 all five at 
once. The ice on "the pond was never 
better, it is as clear as a crystal and is 
14 inches- thick. Mr. Shand employed 
35 men and used a 10-horse powt r steam 
engine for hoisting. The equipment was 
so complete that the work was easier 
than ever before and the work of stor- 
ing was made fast by means of wooden 
shutes. The work at Zylonite will be 
completed this week, probably tomor- 
row, and,there will be about 12,000 
tons of ice in the houses.

The drummer in railroad supplies band- 


ed the drummer in cotton gooda his sil- 
ver mounted flask as he settled himself 
comfortably as the train pulled out of 
Philadelphia for Washington a few days 
ago. 


"The reason why you chaps in the 


•outh used to have many years ago so 
many acciuents oa your old lines was 
because pine trees, being so convenient, 
were used extensively in the making of 
raihoad ties, than which no more impor- 
tant element enters into the makeup of 
a railroad,'* he said. "Pine wood will 
not hold the spikes, Is soft and rots 
quickly and has now been abandoned as 
supports of the steel rails. 


"Whoever thinks of the ties of a road 


as he speeds along at the rate of 60 
niilos an hoar with scarcely a tremor of 
the couch in which he is sitting? No one. 
P-ut raihoad rnei; give the closest atten- 
tion to these wooden ribs. 


"Ties are placed at varying distances 


apart, but the average distance adopted 
by most trunk lines is one and a half feet 
from center to center. Give me your pen- 
cil. There are approximately about o.OOO 
ties to the mile. These ties are worth, 
delivered to the road, from SO cents to 
$1.10 each, depending upon the point of 
delivery. In tho prairie sections of the 
wfst, for instance, ties, owing to distance 
from the base of supplies, arc more ex- 
pensive than in a region abounding in for- 
ests. Placing their value at $1 each, on a 
double track from .New York to Washing- 
ton, 
a distance, of 221 miles, the tieb 


alone are worth S773.DOO, while along tht 
fcides of the track are piles of ties season- 
ing easily worth half this sum. There- 
fore in a road operating 2,000 miles of 
track its tie-* alone represent an. expendi- 
ture of §7,000,000. 


"Each tic is carefully inspected by men 


who make that their business, who lool: 
for splits, decayed places, worm eaten 
spots and other imperfections. 
Each 


piece of wood selected must be up to the 
standard size in length, width and thick 
ness. If the;, inspector passes o tie he 
daubs n round splash of red paint on the 
end, 
which shows plainly on the freshly 


hewn or sawed wood, and that's what ail 
of those little red eyes meant on that pile 
of new ties wp just passed and of which 
you asked the meaning. 


"The average life of a tie is-about five 


years, depending upon climatic influences 
ond the character of the roadbed. Ties 
set in soft, moist soil will of course rot 
quicker than those placed in rock ballast, 
which is now "the accepted roadbed of all 
the great lines. The various species of 
oak are mainly used, though chestnut and 
cne or two other varieties of wood which 
are tough and of firm, solid grain, are 
used. 


"We don't hear so much about spread- 


Ing rails and ensuing accidents as a dec- 
ade or two ago. One reason for this i* 
the closer inspection now given to ties 
and their renewing. 


"Iron ties have been used on some of 


the roads in Europe, but if they have 
proved a success there they have not been 
adopted in this country, and I doubt if 
they will ever be. Down in Central Amer- 
ica in the tropical forests they use ties- 
of solid mahogany, fis it is about the only 
wood which will withstand the climate 
and the ravages of tropical insects."— 
Washington Star.

"A fair start has been made. The old 


settlement of English Bay, which con- 
sisted of a few scattered fishermen's 
huts, is now the seat of authority on 
the island. A regular town has been 
laid out, with streets, a plaza, sanitary 
plumbing, school and all that goes to 
make up the modern community. The 
hospital is a model of its class and la 
supervised by a surgeon of scientific at- 
tainments.

equipped, carrying goods valued at 
$30.000.

How Great Areas Might 
Be 


Made Habitable. 


PEESSUSE OS THE GOVEBHMEHT. 


Secretary Hitchcock Snyi Oae-thir* 


of the United State* Convict* of Vn- 
cmit Ljtudu That Would Be Valua- 
ble If Properly Irrigated— How Tliia 
Could Be Accomplished. 
The pressure that is being brought to 


bear upca the government to take up 
Irrigation as a national improvement 
of arid lands is day by day becoming 
stronger. Secretary Hitchcock says oa 


"One-third of the whole area of the 


United Slates, exclusive of Alaska and 
the oullyiuj; possessions, consists of 
vacant public lands open for entry and 
settlement under the homestead act 
This third includes some of the richest 
agricultural lands of the world, but 
there is one obstacle which prevents its 
utilization, the scarcity of water. 


"There is a considerable amount of 


water lu this vast area, but i€ is so sit- 
uated that artificial means must be 
provided for conserving the floods and 
distributing the needed supply. When 
this is done, there will be opportunities 
for thousands or even for millions of 
homes within o part of the United 
States uow almost uninhabited. The 
creation of these homes would add 
enormously to the material wealth of 
the nation, and the utilization of the 
additional farming land will in no way 
reduce the value of the land now culti- 
vated. Tht crops produced In the nrid 
rf>?ious are entirely distinct in their 
nature from those of the humid east 
and seek other markets, while the pos- 
sible population of the country west of 
the Mississippi will so enhance the vol- 
ume of trade and manufacture through- 
out the rest of the country as to make 
more \aluable the productive areas ad 
jacent to the great industrial centers of 
thp east. 


"In my annual report I have estimat 


ed that 600.000,000 ae:os of public Ian 
remain west of tbe Mississippi river o1 


which there is water sufficient for th 
reclamation of ct leabt 74,000,0'JO acre- 
A still Inrgcr nrca can probably 
1> 


brought under cultivation through tin 
complete coE?C'i'vatiou of floods am' 
pumping of waters from Underground 
This, however, could he accomplished 
only through laws prodding for ar, fld 
ministration of the lauds in accordance 
with their available water supply. 


"That this huge acreage, capable of 


sustaining under proper irrigation a 
population of at least 50,000,000, should 
remain practically a desert is not in 
harmony with the progressive spirit of 
the agf. The fundamental question is 
whether it would pay to store and con- 
trol the storm and flood waters. The 
average cost per acr«* of a properly con- 
structed Irrigation system necessarily 
varle? with local conditions. The re- 
markable results accomplished in the 
valley of the Nile in practically re- 
deeming Egypt from a state of banl-» 
ruptcy should encourage a most liberal 
consideration of our own problem. 


"The Interpst of the public is mani- 


fest in the formation of associations in 
different parts of the country to pro- 
mote the examination of water and for- 
est resources. Large sums of money 
have been subscribed, and the parties 
In interest have had the co-operation of 
various bureaus, notably the hydro- 
graphic branch of the geological sur- 
vey. The appropriation for that office 
was increased by the last congress from 
$50.000 to $100,000. 


"The development of irrigation has 


heretofore proceeded almost wholly 
along the lines of building smaH in- 
dividual and co-operative ditches. The 
opportunities for extending and multi- 
plying these are. however, limited, as i 
tbe lands most easily accessible for 
water supply have already passed un- 
der individual ownership. 
There re- 


main large bodies of public land for 
which water can be obtained only- at 
a great expense, although tbe cost per 
acre may not exceed that of tbe small 
system. Further extension of the irri- 
gable area rests in the building of 
great storage reservoirs and canals. 


"Progress 
In the construction of 


these large works of reclamation has 
come practically to a standstill, as 
such works have almost without ex- 
ception proved financial failures, while 
the small co-operative ditches built by 
tbe landowners have been conspicu- 
ously successful. 
The large works, 


while causing loss to their owners, 
have, on the other hand, been of ad- 
vantage to tbe communities and to the 
state as well as to the nation, but it is 
improbable that investors will continue 
a philanthropic enterprise. 


"The cause of failure of these works 


bas been that their owners cannot se- 
cure for themselves the increase in 
v&Jue which has directly or indirectly 
resulted from their construction. It Is 
evident that if further reclamation is 
to take place it must be through gov- 
ernmental action."— New York Post.

Dr. Andrew Wilson says: I have been
